Egypt Exploration Fund. 

The annual Archeological Report of the 
Egypt Exploration Fand is now oat. The chiof 
article is M. Naville and Mr. Hall’s account of 
their work at Deir el Bahari, and is well illua- 
trated by photographs. Mach shorter articles 
by Mr. Nathan Davies, Prof. Petrie, and Dra. 
Grenfell and Hant on the different works e1- 
trusted to them follow; and then comes Mr. 
Griffith’s record of Bgyptological work during 
the past year, which forms, as usual, rather 
dry reading. .He is, however, unexpectedly 
sound io his remarks apon the attempts of the 
German professors Dr. Mahler, Dr. Meyer, and 
Dr. Sethe to “settle,” arbitrarily andin a 
pontifical manner, the lines of Egyptian chro- 
nology, and sugge:ts that there are possibly 
factorain the problem yet anrevesled which 
may apset all previoas oalcclations. The re- 
porta of Mr. Garatang, Mr. Weigall, M. Legraio, 
and Mr. Quibell sre incorporated with this part 
of ths Raport, and form, with Mrs. Petrie’s 
atory of the work of the Egyptian Research 
Account, a tolerably complete record of the 
excavations .of the past year. Many of tho 
pablicationsreviewad have already been noticed, 
bat this part of the work is wall and osrefally 
done, and with « more evident striving sfter 
impartial criticism thaa wes noticeable in 
former years. The chapteron Grer.-Roman 
Ezypt by Dr. Kenyon is, as usaal, a model of 
what such wark should be, bat casils for no 
spacial remark; while in Mr. Cram’s equally 
excallent chapter on Christian Ezypt we can 
only notice a very brief, bat sharp and 
jast oriticism of some. recent work . of M. 
Revilloat. We are sorry to notice thatthe 
chapter on Arab Buypt has this yaar dropped 
oot. : 
Egypt and Babylonia, 

A notable work by that eminent Bgypto'o- 
gist, Mr. de Morgan, is that jast pablishei on 
‘Las Recharches Arcgologiqnes,’ which seems 
to have originally appearad io the enterprising 
publication called La Revue des Idées. He hero 
marks the distinction between the Babylonian 
and the Egyptian records, in that the firet 
named ware consciously historical and were 
written for tha sake of posterity, while the last 
give, as the others do not, scenea frem the 
daily life of tha people. He thinks, too, that 
many of the facts of Babylonian history. may 
be explained by tha thaory that the different 
provinces of Mesopotamia were at one time 
sepsrated from each: other by great tracts of 
water ; and he throws soms doubt apon the 
generally raceived notion that the Ezyptian 
fellah is a batter workm.n for. explorers than 
the Chaldean’ Arab. Having tried many differ- 
ent races, he comes to the conslasion that a 
few Greek or Italian ‘“‘aa7vies” would do more’ 
work than several times their number of 
Orientals, and itis not impossible that sach 
gangs may io time ba organised. He also gives 
detailed instractions forthe systematic attack 
on the site of an anzient town or village, and 
even suggests several such as likely to yield a 
profitable crop of antiqvities; while he con- 
oludes with a dissertation upon ancient mines, 
qusrries, andglines of communication, with 
many practical hints on the conveyance and 
preservation of objects discoversd, and some 
brief remarks on the best means of publication. 
If he is a little too mach inclined to counsels 
of perfection, the book is yst one that no 
working archmologist can safely neglect.

WAR'S ALARMS. 

Whatever may be the truth aboot the rela- 
tions between Berlin and Paris, there seems to 
he no doubt that tha depressing ramonrs that 
have been in circalation are having pernivious 
effects in Alsace-Lorraine, which woald pro- 
bahly be the cockpit of any armed straggle. 
It is known about Metz and Strasborg that 
the cflicers instracting reoruits have this y2ar 
received orders to ‘concentrate their work 
upon essentials,” and that this has taken tho 
form of constant gonnery practica by tha 
recruits with live shells, and rifle practice with 
hall cartridge. These measores have greatly 
diatarbed trade in the two provinces, and it 
has been almost paralysed by the false ramours 
of a Franch mobilisation at Nancy.

LAND IN EGYPT.

POSSIBILITIES OF DEVELOPMENT 


The following article recently appeared in 
the “Times” :— 

The extraordinary prosperity of Egypt bas 
begun to attract the attention of the British 
public, and the general ignorance which prev- 
siled up to » very few yeara ago with regard to 
thia country is giving place to a desire to know 
something of its possibilities. In course of time 
there will probably bea fairly general move- 
ment to purchase Ezyptian secorities, but at 
present the amall investor usually regards 
‘financial and industrial enterprises in foreign 
countries with mach distrast, part'y owing to 
bitter experience in regard to gold-mining 
ventores. Asa field for the profitable invert- 
ment of money, Egypt offers many attractions 
which are quite anknown to the general public, 
bot which are becoming familiar to mary 
visitors among the thousands who wirter on 
the Nilo,more especially to those who associate 
with residents of tha country. It is interesting 
to recall Lord Cromer’s remarks of six years 
ago (Egypt No. 3, 1889) on the investment of 
capital in Egypt. 

"For some years after the oczupation of Egypt 
bat little Britiah capital came into the country. 
This was in aome measure dae to want of 
confidence in the political fatare. Io the mean- 
while foreign capitalists sought with some 
cazerness for Ezyptian investments, often with 
sacceas. A sudden and comp!e’s change has 
now taken place. A very marked disposition 
haa recently been thown to direct tho tide of 
Britiah capital towards Egypt. The tendency 
ia to be welcomed ; but inasmach as in mest 
cases ths complianc?, and in some c2so3 the 
assistance, of the .Government is invoked,, a 
grave responaib'lity rests on the latt-r to avoid 
encouraging avy unzound, ill-con:idered, or 
purely specalative prejacte. Whilst the inflox 
of British capital into Beypt may do a graat 
deal of good if it is directed into healthy 
channels, it may on the other band do mach 
harm, both to the country, to Bgyptian cradjt, 
and to the dona fide investora themaelves,; if 
the contrary is the case. Simaltaneouely with 
the influx of British capital into Egypt, to 
which I have alluded above, s somewhat 
remarkable change bastaken place in native 
public; opinion. Heretofore, native capitalists 
have, with some rare exceptions, invested 
their money almost exclusive'y in land. Re 
cently, however, a strong disposition bas 
been shown to seek for investments in in- 
dostrial snd commercial| undertakings. The 
change is on every ground to be wzloomed, 
and the tendency may be encouraged by 
the Government stipulating, in respect to all 
such undertakings as areinany degree onder 
its control, that a certain proportion of the 
shara capital eboald in all fature c#s3s be 
reserved for, the local market. 1 am given 
to onderatand that this tendency exists nota- 
bly in respect’ te all commercial projects 
brought forward under British auspices.” 


Growth of Limited Companies. 


During the last coven years eighty-five limit- 
ed liability companies bave been formed to 
andertake variona euterprises in Eeyppt and 
the Sodan, this total includes twenty-nine 
mining companies, while twenty-one companies 
have for their object the purchase and sale or 
development of agricultural land or building 
property. Fifty ct these companies were foond- 
ed onder English law and have their registered 
offices in England ; thirty-two were foonded io 
Egypt, and three in Belgiom. In regard to 
limited liability companies founded in Egypt, 
Lord Cromer drew attention in 1889 to the 
defective state of Egyptian Jaw, and quoted as 
followa from a report of M. de Rocca Serra, 
who had for mavy years been one of the law 
officers of the Egyptian Government :— 

“In the present state of the law the Egyptian 
Government is in theory armed with absolate 
discretionary power as regards the creation of 
limited liability companies (sociétés anonymes), 
and, by ressdn of the extent of ita power, hesi- 
tates to make ure of it ; as a matter of fact, no 
anthorisation has ever been refased for fear of 
hindering the indastrial and commercial deve- 
lopment of Egypt ; after examination, permis- 
sion is always accorded. But this examination 
is necessarily superficial. Even on the assump- 
tion that it were more thorough!y conducted, 
it may safo'y be affirmed that .the Government 
is liable to be imposed upon by the skill ot 
some anscrapnlons agent. Should. this ba the 
case, the decree of anthorisation gives in some 
degree official sanction to the propozal; the 
poblic thinks, or at all events ia liable to thick, 
that tho undertaking had-bsen. studied in all 
ita details by Government officials, ard that it 
is to some extent patronised by the Govern- 
ment. The resnlt is that, in care of disaster, a 
certain amount of moral responsibility reste on 
thé State.” 

Lord Cromer then went on to say: — 

y “It cannot be too clearly understocd by in- 
vestora both in Egypt and in Europe thst the 
‘mere fact of a prospectos appearing with the 
phrase ‘Anthorizad by Khedivial Decree’ or 
similar words printed on it merely signifies 
that certain formalities prescribed by the law 
of Egypt have been folfilled. The use of this 
expression does not necessarily imply that 
the Kbedivial Government, cr its Brittsb 
advisert, assame any responsibility what- 
soever for the absolute accoracy of tho facts 
stated in the prospectna, Still less does it 
imply that the propoval Jaid bef.ra the public 
is one which will receive pecuniary support, 
or even 6: couragement, from the Government. 


Land Companies in Egypt. 


Most of the lard comparies operating ‘n 


Egypt have nomerous opportunities to employ 
their capital ina very prefitabla clavs of in- 
vestmentr, and therefore they conatitote at 


Present one of th ‘ae interesting featares of 
commercial saliegeee frcm the investor's point 
of view. But I do not wish it to be inferred 
that all such companies can claim tho 
confidence of investcra. There are good ones 
and bad, and among the latter is more than 
one that fails even to justify its existerce. For 
example, the public in England was invited a 
few months ago to subscribe towards the for- 
mation of the North Roypt Land Company 
(Liwited), whose object was to bay and develop 
a tract of land in the Mariout district, the sole 
security for its success being the assumption 
that the Government might be expected to 
extend a certain canal to within reach of the 
property and thus provide the facility for 
irrigation without which the property is prac- 
tically valueless. It ia well knowo here that 
Government hasno present intention of prolong- 
ing the canal, and that, even in the evert of 
such a project being carried out, the supp'y of 
water could only be vary prec‘rious, and even 
then that the water would have to be raised a 
considerable height to get it on the land. To 
those who are familiar with the conntry this 
project appoared from the first to be a hopeless 
venture. here have bean other land companies 
floated which, inatead cf setting to work 
seriously on sound operations in connexion 
with land, building property, or trade, have 
ased their funds to promote or bolater op gold 
and other mining corcaras. Generally, I woald 
warn investors (anless they have trustworthy 
first-hand information) to avoid companies 
which associate themselves with the Egyptian 
mining industry.

QUIRINAL AND VATICAN. 

Since the New Year began an event has 
occurred which bas piaced the relations be- 
tween tha kingdom and the Papacy in Italy 
on & more common-sznse footing, and which 
will no doabt lead to a botter anderstand- 
ing between Church aud State io Italy. The 
preseot Pope Pius X. has been gifted with 
the faculty of seeing things as they are, 
which was denied toh’s predecessors, and he 
has accepted a payment of the kingdom 
towards the expenses of foreign missions, 
which Pius IX. and Leo XIII. thought fit to 
refase. In 1873 tha I:alian Parliament sup- 
pissed the rotigivus orders and disendowed 
them, but, at tha same time, it allotted a 
som of £16,000 for the maintenance of the 
orders abroad. This sum the Pope refosed 
officially, as inconsistent with bis pose as a 
Prisover in the Vatican, bot in 1876 the 
Vioariat begged to ba allowed to make ase 
of the money, and so the kingdom b-gan to 
make snnoal paymests, which at last amounted 
to £8,0°0 per annom. The money was paid, 
bat nothing was said about it in order that 
the feelings of tha Vatican might not be 
injured. The present Pope is a hater of shams, 
and he decided to put the payment on a proper 
fuoting. He, therefore, entered into negotia- 
tions with the Italian Government on the sub- 
ject, and though he might have legally’claimed 
all arrears since 1873, with interest, he 
wisely preferred not.to cast soch a slur on the 
memory of his predecessors, and has accepted 
an annoal payment of £12,2°0 in discharge 
of all liabilities. Ths difficulties with France 
bave induced the Vatican to dtaw closer to 
Italy, and the result bas been so to strengthen 
the hands of the Pope as to enable him to 
abandon an untenable position. 


WHAT IT COSTS TO BE AN M.P. 

* Most men have to pay pretty heavily for the 
privilege of writing M. P. after their name. 
Some time ago a member of Parliament, a 
landowner, representing acounty constituency, 
ssid that his seat in Parliament cost him on 
an average, £4/ 09 a year, exclusive of the cost 
of two elections, which necessitated an ex- 
penditure of £1100.and £1000 rezpectively. 

“It you were to respond to all the demands 
made upon you,” heassid, “your constituents 
would rob you of every shilling you have. I[t 
costs me £4000 a year to respond merely to the 
modorate demands made upon me. I get on 
an average from 40 to 50 begging letters a day. 
Somebody is building s chapel and wants a 
donation. In another chorch the organ is 
teing repaired. A tradesman is on the brink 
of rain from which a ten pound note will save 
him. A fisherman is drowned, and his widow 
and orphans want immediate succour. A small 
farmer has lost his cow and his chief means of 
support. I, as their representative in Parlia- 
ment, sm expected to mcot all these wants and 
supply all these deficiencies.” . 


BRITISH ENGINEERING IN 1905.

That the traditioral characteristics of 
English engineering materisls—ex-ellence of 
quality aud sound and conscientious work- 
mansbi; —have daring the past year or two bad 
fall playin the world’s market, is showao by 
the statist'ca lately published by the Board of 
Trade. The “Times Engineering supplement” 
remarks;—Thare was 8 perio i, uot so long ago, 
when it was the fsthion »brosd to represent 
that British engineering was eolipsed, or iv 
process cf beirg so, by the superior ski!l and 
more scientific methoda of our competitura ; 
and to this cry our rational habit of selt-depro- 
ciation materially contributed. Thare cin be 
uo doubt that a temporary disposition to make 
a faller trial of American and German manu- 
factures prevailed in nentral markets ; and 
other countries reapeda doubtful benc fit hy the 
momentary attention given to their claims, Fx- 
perience, huwaver, which tesches that in the 
elements of genuiueness and reliability the 
British engincer is aurivalled, reaulted in a re- 
action, the furca of which is visib'e in the 
Board of Trade Returne.
